WIRTH OFFERS 1 PAY 
BELGIUM IN GOLD 


Chancellor Proposes. Three Pay- 
ments of 90,000,000. Marks 
in 18 Months.

BERLIN, Sept. 9.—Chancellor 
Wirth today made the first move 
against industrial control of the 
State through the reparation agree- 
ment by offering Belgium a new 
guarantee plan for 270,000,000 gold 
marks priority payment, which was 
a condition of the moratorium. 

Instead of an agreement like the 
Stinnes-Lubersac contract for deliv- 
eries of reparations in kind, Herr 


Wirth offered the Belgian delegates 


here to negotiate an agreement a 
gold guarantee. This is to be paid in 
three installments of 90,000,000 
marks each, at intervals of six 
months. 

The Reichsbank is to make these 
payments, but will be repaid by the 
Government. Actual cash will be 
paid only if the Government de- 
faults. Furthermore, the Relichs- 
bank is doubly guaranteed against 
loss, as British and Dujfch bankers 
have promised to support the Chan- 
cellor. It is supposed the British 
support is made for political reasons, 
as the Londoners are not keen about 
the Stinnes-Lubersac agreement, see- 
ing in it a union of French and Ger- 
man business which will be harm- 
ful to British enterprises. 

This plan was wired to Brussels 
tonight and a favorable reply is ex- 
pected. The Stinnes group, however, 
denounces Herr Wirth’s plan, saying 
he evidently intends to tax the in- 
dustrials to make the payments. They 
will fight such an attempt. 


SENATE VOTES FOR RESTITUTION 
OF $620,623 TO NEW YORK MAN 


Purchaser of Surplus Government 
Bacon Was Indicted for Alleged 
Hoarding.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9%.—Pay- 
ment of a claim of $620,623 against 
the Government, one of the largest 
in recent years and growing out of 
unusual circumstances, was author- 
ized under a bill by Senator Calder, 
Republican, New York, passed today 
by the Senate and transmitted to 
the House. 

The beneficiary is Louis Leavitt of 
New York, and the payment would 
make restitution for losses suffered 
by Leavitt in buying surplus bacon 
from the War Department. After 
purchasing the bacon, Leavitt was 
indicted three times for alleged 
hoarding. His property,’ bought 
from the Government, was confia- 
cated and in part was sold. 

Restitution was recommended by 
the Secretary of War and the At- 
torney-General and unanimously by 
the Senate Claims Committee, the 
reports stating that the case was one

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LEAGUE NOT TOARTIN. 
ASIA MINOR AFFAIRS 


Only Progress Hoped for at 
Present Is in Direction of 


‘Moral Disarmament.”

GENEVA, Sept. 9.—The League of 
Nations, it is generally conceded, will 
not interfere in Asia Minor affairs 
unless for the protection of minor- 
ities, after the Governments have 
fixed peace terms between the Greeks 
and Turks.

“moral disarmament.” 


Leon Bourgeois and the Ear! of 
Balfour, who have been in constant 
consultation, argue that the world is 
not ready for the impartant work 
the league was set up to do, and 
that the present assembly must be 
steered clear of knotty world prob- 
lems. The Earl of Balfour declared 
the league cannot now replace the 
Governments in international affairs. 

Lord Balfour warned the delegates 
against too great expectati A 
few enthusiastic members, ho , 
such as M. Motta and Dr. Nansen, 
held that the league should act with 
greater boldness.

“Can the courts do any important 
part of this work, or must it be 
left to science?” I wanted to know. 

“As soon as justice learns to con- 
cern itself with the life of the of. 
fender instead of the case in hand,” 
said Judge Levine, “we will be led 
at once to the accused man’s home, 
his childhood home, his mental and 
physical history and the whole com- 
plex matter of his environment. Im- 
mediately the newer field of crim- 
{nal jurisprudence is before us. As 
soon as we are in it we must have 
the counsel and help of the latest sci- 
ence. The causes force themselves 
on us. We are compelled to ask, 
‘What is a criminal?’ ‘Why?’ These 
are matters that can only be an- 
swered with technical assistance. 
The interest of the law in the causes 
will bring about the employment of 
all modern criminological and med- 
ical knowledge. That is the im- 
portance of the modernization of the 
courts; one aspect of it at least.” 

“You spoke of the fact that all our 
reliance against crime is placed on 
terrorist methods,” I reminded the 
jurist. “Doesn't this method actually 
make criminals and increase crime?”

Te of today’s headlines. That is one 
reason why there is apparent so much impatience, 
so much demand that “something be done” im- 
mediately about whatever happens to be the 
ippermost subject of the day, whether it be coal 
strike, railroad strike or street car strike. 
Something can be done about any situation that 


will bring about an immediate change in that 


situation, but is that always the wise thing to 


do? Today’s today, it is true, but. as the seamen 
say, “tomorrow is also a day.” 


Yesterday was a day, and there have been many 
yesterdays, building up a background and a set 
ci causes for what is happening today. 

It may be dramatic to rush into “doing some 
thing about it” right away, but there is seldom 
any relation between imprudence and statesman- 
ship, between rashness and constructiveness. 

There is no man living who knows all about our 
modern complex industrial world. Only a few 
actually understand the basic general principles 
that are at work in the vast machine of produc- 
tion and distribution, and what are the effects 
upon this machine created by political activities 
at home and abroad. The subtle, yét firm grip on 
irdustry by the world of finance is to many per- 
sons a thing of mystery. 

It is difficult for people generally to compre 
hend actually and clearly that there is small sim- 
ilarity between our general manner of living and 
working now and in the period when the Govern- 
ment of the United States was established. 

The Power of the Money-Lender 


Discovery of the power of steam and of elec. 
tricity brought a complete revolution in our way 
of living. It added, in a figurative, but very real 
sense, to the number of arms with which men 
may work and create things for use. These dis- 
coveries brought the factory into being. Individ- 
ual effort in the home and in the private work- 
shop was supplanted by collective effort in great 
factories and mills. New forms of industrial life 
demanded new principles. 

Power as used today in great factories enables 
employers to have at their command a productive 
force many times greater than the number of men 
employed. Because great masses of machinery 
cost much money, the money-lender has become 
a most important factor. The money-lender in 
olden times was rather a small figure in the in- 
Gustrial world, though a power in the political 
world. Today he has become the investor in 
stocks and bonds, and by degrees he has come to 
be the most potent and powerful figure in deter- 
mining industrial policies. ad the change come 
suddenly we should realize and appreciate the 
scope of his power much more than we do after 
a slow and gradual evolutionary process. 

When bankruptcies occur the receivership takes 
charge and operates the plant or business in the 
interest of the investors and the creditors—in the 
interest of finance. That, as well as anything, 
shows the importance that attaches to great finan- 
clal power in modern industry. 

Money accumulates through profit in one form 


cr another, and is passed along by inheritance. Jn- 


vestors, as they are called, seek always to invest 
20 as to secure the highest rate of return. Sel- 
dom, if ever, do they seek to invest for the pur 
pose of producing the greatest amount of service. 

Finance in industry has, to all intents and pur- 
poses, been set up as a power distinct from the 
power of human effort. Those who invest great 
sums of money have sought to weave about 
finance a set of standards and principles—an 
identity—separate and different from the stand- 
ards and principles applying to human beings. 
Few persons would be willing personally to com- 
pel the starvation of other persons, yet, finance 
nay cause that starvation without bringing con- 
demnation upon those who possess the financial 
power. Investments—finance—may be 80 


ministered, makes criminals much 
faster than our curative resources 
can handle the complaint of crim- 
inality.

Labor policies set 
up to suit a banking control which is intent pri- 
marly upon the rates of interest and dividends, 
and which must have interest and dividends, fre- 
quently, on watered stock anda pyramid of bond 
issues, must be made in violation of the best in- 
terests of the multitude of workers and the 
masses of the people, and as-often as possible 
without their consent. 

There we arrive at the root of today’s import- 
ent industrial controversies; particularly true 
in the railroad, mining and textile controversies. 
Inert capital has been seeking to impose its im- 
perious demand for dividends upon the living 
multitude of human be’‘ngs who do the work and 
consume the preduct. 


Service Bef ore Profits 


The essential thing is to reverse the import- 
ance of profit and service. Profit today is 
placed first and service second. Service must be 
made paramount and profit must follow as a re- 
sult of service. Human needs of workers may 
then be considered of primary importance in the 
determination of labor policies, management will 
be freed of its greatest burden and co-operation 
for ever-increasing and ever-improving produc- 
tion will be possible to the fullest degree. Labor 
looks for that time, and strives ardently to speed 
its coming. 

Considering, as we have been, the relation of 
today’s “labor problem” to causes and remedies, 
there are many things to take into account. The 
dominant, immediate root cause of the recurring 
industrial disputes of magnitude is the domina- 
tion.of industry by high finance. 

There are many collateral difficulties. There 
are many ramifications to the general state of 
effairs coming under the general heading of 
“industrial discontent” and “industrial dis- 
pute.” : 

Development of modern industry in great fac- 
tcries and mills, bringing thousands of workers 
under the direction of a single employer, has 
changed the relation between employer and 
worker, and has made new forms of relationship 
necessary. In addition to this, there has been 
the growing enlightenment of the workers and a 
consequent growing refusal to accept a status 
which most workers once believed was ordained 
by God, and against which it was at least impious 
to protest. 


The “Good Business” of Good Wages 


Before power was discovered and applied to in- 
dustry, production of everything except the bar- 
est essentials was for the rich and powerful. Ma- 
chine production demands an almost.universal 
consumption; it requres that the masses be con- 
sumers. Growing up with this mass production 
has been a developing mass demand for com- 
modities which add to comfort, which afford lux- 
ury and which satisfy the mind. 

Substantial furniture is no longer made ex- 
clusively for nobility and for squires and poten- 
tates. Factories could not operate on their de- 
mand. It must be made for mechanics, farmers, 
and smalt business men as well; and they de- 
mand it. Telephones are not only for the rich; 
there are not enough of the rich to support a 
modern telephone system. The plumber, and the 
grocer and the carpenter also must have tele- 
phones. Phonographs must be bought by the 
masses, at a dollar a week if need be, to keep the 
factories running. Automobiles have become 
democratized; they long since ceased to exist 
only for the rich. There has been a parallel de- 
velopment of production capacity and mass de- 
mand. Education has been a stimulant for the 
demand, and in turn modern industrial and com- 
mercial life has stimulated the demand for edu- 
cation. There has been a striking development 
of compensating forces. Mass production «can 
exist only in connection with a mass appetite; 
and a mass appetite can get satisfaction only 
through mass production apd adequate compen- 
sation. | 

Wages and working conditions become factors 
of the first importance. Relations between work- 
ers and employers become of an importance equal 
to' diplomatic relations between nations. The re- 
lations between the railroads and the railroad 
workers are of a great deal more moment to

comprehend what is meant by democracy. 

Where groups of men, or masses of men, are 
employed in a single industry, frequently by a 
single employer—and that is the case in modern 
industry—there must be a compensation for the 
gieat change that has come over the producing 
power of the individual and over the actual dis- 

tance between employer and worker. As a mat- 

‘ter of fact, the employer of old has disappeared. 
The function of employer has been divided. 
There are now the great financial investors and 
the management. Management has direction of 
operations in the industry. The great investors, 
as everyone knows, furnish money to industry in 
return for stocks or bonds; demanding dividends 
in return. 

Confronted with such a complex situation, the 
individual workman is helpless. He must either 
be a serflike, dumb brute, voiceless, surrender- 
ing all thought of either protesting against in- 
justice or of contributing intelligence and initia- 
tive to the productive force of which he is a 
part, or join with his fellows and in their collec- 
tivity attain the status to resent injustice and 
attain fair consideration of his rights. Two things 
give him a resentment against the status of serf- 
dom. One is economic pressure, urging him con- 
stantly to oppose retrogression and to strive for 
improvement. The other is the purpose to exer- 


cise citizenship rights in their broadest interpre- 
tation—the purpose to practice democracy in the 
most important sphere of his existence. 


The Chance to Be Heard 


The result of these forces and these factors is 
crganization. Experience has taught workmen 
that the trade union is the most serviceable and 
practical form of organization. The trade unions 
came not by decree or by accident. They came 
in response to definite demands and require- 
ments. They came to give the worker a chance 
to exercise a voice in determining the terms and 
conditions under which he shall give service in 
industry. 

If the democratic principle is right anywhere 
it is right in industry. The trade unions rest 
their whole claim to a right to exist upon the fun- 
damental rightness of the democratic principle. 
The reason for their existence is found in indus- 
try itself. 

Trade unions function through agreements 
with employers in which certain stipulations are 
set forth as to terms and conditions of work. 

Employers, resisting encroachment upon auto- 
cratic control—following every historic prece- 
dent—have looked upon trade unions as organiza- 
tions which sought to infringe upon the preroga- 
tives of employers. They have chosen to see only 
the resistance side of trade-union possibilities. 

The reason that high financiers take and hold 
this point of view Is clear. They see ply profits. 


A Partnership in “Service” 


But management occupies a somewhat differ- 
ent sphere. Management at its best must look 
first to service, to production, to general well- 
being. Unions offer to management the release 
of a vast cfeative force, a great good will, a 
great initiative. As rapidly as management can | 
be freed from financial control which sees profits 
first and service afterwards, management and 
trade unions will develop a co-operative relation- 
ship that will inject into industry something 
akin to a spiritual quality. Some industries now 
spproach this state of being. 

The good will, the creative energy in full 
flower, the initiative and enthusiasm of workers 
in an industry can be given to industry only 
through organization and good relationship. 

Organized labor is an institution of humans. 
Not even its stoutest defenders or advocates will 
deny that an error of judgment may at some 
time have occurred, but taking group with 
group, and comparing each with the other, there 
has been less of error and less of dishonesty, 
more of high moral aim and purpose, more of 
honesty and integrity, in the much misunder- 
stood and much misrepresented organized labor 
movement than proportionately in all of our 

society.

Controversy is to Bryan the 
breath of life, and it is by no means 
certain that his conclusions will be 
received with universal assent, but 
it must be remembered that, in three 
notable instances. he helped to per- 
suade this nation to his own way 
of thinking, even to the extént of 
obtaining amendments to the Con- 
stitution.

He 
hadn’t talked five minutes b--fore he 
drew me to one side and fisheéu from 
an inner pocket of his coat a iittle 
eee worn with long treasur- 
ng 

“There he is,” he whispered. hold- 
ing it cautiously so that none but I 
could see it. ‘‘That’s Mick Collins, 
God love him! They’d give a fortune 
if they could lay a hand on this pic- 
ture! But, by God, they’! never get 
him!"" Who he meant by “they” was 
obvious. 

He looked at it, his face radiant. 
“You'll meet him when you get over 
there,” he said.

It is due, Louis H. Egan, 
president of the company, said yes- 
terday. to reduced operating costs 
due to the reduced price of oil. Gas 
is produced by the water gas method 

The new price will be a reduction 
of 20 per cent within a year from 
$1.57, the peak price charged in the 
county. The new price is approxi- 
mately 22 ner cent above the lowest 
price prevailing before the war. 

The corresponding rate for gas ‘n 
the city charged by the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. is $1.05. The c@mpany's 
basic production is by coa! by-pro-l- 
ucts method. Laclede prices still are 
40 per cent above “the pre-war 
charge. As is known. the company 
has financially flourished to such a 
degree as to cause the Public Service 
Commission to order an audit of 
books with a vitw to ordering a de- 
crease in the price of gas. 

The joint application for a red ic- 
tion in county rates is under an 
agreement made in 19318, between 
the public officials of nime coun*y 
communities, forming the League of 
Municipalities, with the gas com- 
pany that rates should be adjust:!

|The site, purchased in July, 1921, 
| cost $150,000. The tract has a front- 
jage of 380 feet on King’s highway 
| boulevard and 344 feet on Clayton 
|} avenue. 
| The new hospital will be made up 
of a three-story administration bufld- 
ing placed diagonally facing the 
‘corner and two ward buildings, each 
two stories high, one facing west, 
the other south. This arrangement 
affords a maximum of light and air 
for the ward buildings and makes 
an interesting architectural group. 

Design Different. 

While design of the hospital will 
differ from that of the butidings in 
‘the Barnes Hospital group, just to 
‘the north, care was taken, the archi- 
‘tect announces, that the new build- 
ings will strike a harmonious. note 
with the old. | 

The first floor of the administra- 
tion building will contain an admit- 
ting ward reached from the main ap- 
proach. This ward consists of five 
rooms to receive one patient each, 
an examination room, a reception 
room, a room for the head nurse 
and necessary utility rooms. | 

The remaining space on the first 
floor of the administration Dbutid-) 
ing will be taken up by the main 
administration offices, including the 
business office. superintendents’ and 
secretaries’ offices and a reception 
room for visitors.

The second floor of the edminis-

Startling testimony in a divorce suit in 
which the wife of the son and heir 
of a former Viceroy of India de- 
fended her honor by citing the 
curious story of a marriage that 
was never to be consummated — 
What followed and her amazing 


explanation 33 :s : 


EING only 10 months old, the Hon. Geoffrey 
Russell said only “Goo! goo' goo!” when 
called as a witness or exhibit in the Lon- 
don Divorce Court the other day. It may 
be assuming too much to cai! him the Hon. 
Geoffrey. the jury having been unable to 
agree upon the question of his legitimacy. 
Bet no mistake is madé in calling him the net human 
result of the most amazing marriage ever reviewed by 
a divorce court. 

As “the dream baby of an amazing marriage” Baby 
Russell is described in the British press. For nine 
days, at a cost estimated at $1°).000 for counsel fees 
and court expenses, a battle of legal wits raged around 
the person of this cooing infant, himself too young to 
know that if the jury had declared him the child of 
Lieut. the Hon. Hugo Russel! he would be right in 
time to tmiberit the proud title and the rich estate of 
the Barony of Ampthiil. For the Hon. John is the 
eldest son and heir of Lord Ampthill, once Viceroy of 
India. ; 

But the jury returned no such finding. despite the ef- 
forts of the Hon. Christabel Hart Russell. wife of the 
Hon. John, to establish for her baby that honorable 
status. The jury was divided—a “hune jury.” as we say 
in America—and reported inability to agree upon the 
point of the child's legitimacy. 

Even had the jury found that the boy ts of Ampthill 
blood and entitled to_a seat in the House of Lords if 
he should survive Lord Ampthill and John Hugo Ras- 
sell, the “dream bahy” would have had no definite 
ground for satisfagiion or pride in his ancestry; for, 
shouid he tive to grow up. he would find that he had 
come to his presumably proud estate by a route sticky 
with the muck of scandal. He would find his ltegiti- 
macy of birth seriously questioned. his jury-found fa- 
ther denying paternity, his mother defending. He 
would find that hts mother’s husband accused her of 
improper relations with three men whom he named as 
corespondents in his suit for annulment of marriage.

He 
would find also specific mention of “a man unknown.” 
this mysterious person being alleged by Russell to be 
the father of the baby born to Mrs. Reusseli in October. 
1921. He would find both Brediley and Cross vehement- 
- ly denying all improper relations with Mrs. Russell. 
backed up by no less rehement deniais upon the part of 
the lady jointly Aaceused. He would find the existence 
of the “man unknown” denied by Mrs. Russell, and 
that she swore soiemniy that she never had been undaly 
intimate with any man. . 

What still further he would discover if he look

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through the records is that he 
was known to the England of 
the summer of 1922 as “the 
dream baby of the amazing 
marriage.”

Disaster certain to such unions, declares 
Andre Tridon—Quotations from his 
new book and their inevitable ap- 
plication to the curious mixup of 
youth and age in the McCormick 
romances that are causing the 


world’s tongue to wag—The Con- 
necticut millionaire of 65 and his 
21-year-old wife, who left him, also 
a theme of discussion :: 2: 


“Crabbed Age and Youth 

Cannot live together: 

Youth is full of pleasance, 

Age is full of care: 

Youth like summer morn. 

Age like winter weather.” * * * 


O WARNS the downright and depressing !it- 
tle poem whicf is attributed to William 
speare. and which for some 30) years 
bas been quoted in arguments against dis- 
parity in ages at a wedding. And it has been 
cited in explanation of such matrimonial ver- 
tures which came to grief. Shakspeare’s own 
Ann Hathaway was about eight years older than him- 
’ self. 
“Youth is full of sport, 
Age's breath is short: 
Youth is nimble, Age is lame: 
Youth is hot and bold. 
Age is weak and cold: 
Youth is wild and Age is tame” * * * 

Thus continues the warning of the Elizabethan bard, 
and he is bat one of many poets who have given the 
same cantion. Another old poem deciares it is better 
to be a young man’s slave than an old man's darling. 
and the Scotch lament. entitled “Auld Robin Gray.” 
voices the tragedy of just such an ill-assorted union. 
But Jennie says she will not “think on Jamie, for that 
wad be a sin.” and will do her best “a gude wife are to 
be.” in return for Auld Robin's kindness. 

The husband considerably older than the wife, or the 
wife considerably alder than the husband, has been the 
theme of poet, novelist. minister. doctor and jurist 
Now comes an expert in such a new field of science 
as perycho-analysis and explains why these marriages 
are apt to be failures. More than that, he discusses 
some real cases which have oceupied much space in 
American newspapers during recent months. 

Andre Tridon does not mention names in his new 
volume, “Psycho-analysis and Love” (Brentano's). buat 
it is plain that he alludes to interesting matrimonia! 
developments, achieved and rumored, in the family of 
Harold F. McCormick, Chicago multimillionaire. and 
to the mishap which befel? the belated romance of 
Jonathan Godfrey, millionaire manufacturer of Bridce- 
port, Conn.. and bis youthful wife. 

In the McCormick family’s upheaval, the most sen- 
sational development has been the betrothal of 17-year- 
old Mathilde McCormick. granddaughter of John D. 
Rockefeller Sr.. to Max Oser. a riding master about 56 
years old. at Zurich, Switzerland. The father approved 
the match. but there was strong opposition from the 
Rockefellers. 

The tribulations of Jonathan Godfrey came to the 
public’s attention last March, when the former Estelle 
Mudge of Pristol, R. L.. informed Godfrey that she in- 
tended to return to her former home—and did so the 
following week. Thev had been married almost three 
years. At the time of the marriage Godfrey gave his 
age @= 62 years and Estelle Mudge said she was 18 
years ob. 

The only reason which Mrs. Godfrey gave for her 
action was the great difference in their ages. It was 
that difference of 44 years which made a happy mar- 
ried life impossible, she said, and vowed she never 
would return to him. 

Bearing these facts in mind, the reader of Tridon’s 
new book understands an allusion which occurs there. 
The author has mentioned the happy life of Richard 
Wagner, the composer. who took to himself a woman 
almost 30 years younger than he was. the enion cos- 
tinuing until bis death. This affair. of course. looks 
like an exception to the rules which the famous peycho- 
analyst is formulating. ’ 

Bat Wagner's unusual physical vitality and his fame 
in the world of music had something to do with the 
contentment of his home, says Tridon. and then re- 
marks that the glamour which surrounds a successful 
composer “is not likely to dazzle in any way the bride 
of a riding master or a New England manufacturer.” 

Tridon devotes a whole chapter in his book to the 
question: “Should December Mate With Spring?” and 
it is here that he sets down his thinly-veiled discussion 
of the recent events in the McCormick and Godfrey 
families. Fiatly. he terms the marriage of a young 
girl with a middle-aged man or of a young man with 
a middle-aged woman as a thing “unnatural.” 

Because such a marriage was one of genuine and dis-

The foundation for Mrs. Pinchot’s keen politica! in- 
sight was laid years ago in the days when the Bull 
Moose forces were marching to Armageddon under the 
leadership of Theodore Roosevelt in 1912. When there 
was a call for volunteers Miss Cornelia Elizabeth 
Bryce of New York enlisted under the Progressive 
banner. Her family was wealthy and socially prom- 
inent and she was a niece of J. 58. Cram, Democrat. one 
of the most adroit Meutenants of Charlies Murphy of 
Tammany Hall. She knew as few women did at that 
time the ins and outs of New York politics. Though 
not then endowed with the vote she gave her money 

~and her energy to the Bull Moose campaign. 

One of the mest ardent supporters of the Bul! Moose 
movement was Pinchot, who had been chief of the

Save that he contributed liberally to 
Republican and Bull Moose campaign funds at differ- 
ent time he had been rather retiring and modest so 
far as personal political ambitions were concerned. 

In 1915, less than a year after his marriage, Pinchot 
shocked the Pennsyivania standpatters by announcing 
his candidacy for the United States Senate against 
Boise Penrose, the very incarnation of the Old Guard 
in Pennsylvania. He ran on a Progressive ticket and 
his wife sat at his right hand in the office in Phila 
delphia from which the campaign was directed. And 
it was a matter of common knowledge that she did 
most of the directing. Pinchot was defeated, but Mrs. 
Pinchut gave out a post-election statement in which she 
said that her husband at least had.dared to oppose the 
forces of reaction and that his campaign against Pen- 
rose was only the opening wed¢ge. 

Old Guard politicians smiled when they read this 
statement. They sarcastically averred that Pinchot 
himself had no political initiative and that it was not 
he, but his wife, who had dared. One of the reactfion- 
aries was thus quoted recently: 

“Pinchot isn’t running for Governor any more than 
I am. His wife is running him. If he thinks he is 
running he is kidding himself. She has managed the 
whole thing so far and she is going to see it through. 
She has said in effect that she won't trust the State 
Committee to run the campaign. She's going to boss 
the whole shebang. And when her husband is elected 
Governor, as I suppose he will be—well, isn't it easy 
to figure who will be the real Governor and the toss 
of this great commonwealth?” 

This situation is the more galling to the hidebound 
party politicians of Pennsylvania, because they were 
slow to see the possibility of changes in the political 
lineup that might be brought about by giving the right 
of suffrage to women. While some of the most astute 
political leaders were resting on their lavrels, won in 
the Dark Ages of Pennsylvania bossism, Mrs. Pinchot, 
looking forward instead of backward, saw the great 
possibilities that lay in an intelligent organization of 
eminine voting power.

These doctrines can be found, says Maeterlinck, in 
the Bible as translated by Fabre d’Olivet; “they showed 
fitfully beneath the mysteries of Greece;” they were 
“visible nearer the surface beneath the doctrine of the 
Essenes, who, according to Pliny, had lived for thou- 
sands of centuries by the shores of the Dead Sea. They 
drifted through the Cabala, the traditions of the He- 
brew initiates, who claimed to have preserved the oral 
law which God gave to Moses on Sinai and which, pass- 
ing from mouth to mouth, was written down by the 
learned rabbis of the Middle Ages.” -. Their traces may 
be found in the doctrines of Gnostics, the teachings of 
the Neoplatonists and the early Christians, as time 
went on, becoming more and more corrupt and suffer- 
ing an ever-increasing mutilation.

New Theory About the Fragrance of Flowers 
f HE fragrance of flowers regulates their tem- 
perature, says Dr. Maxwell Adams, profess of 
chemistry at the University of Nevada, at Keno. 
He bases his belief on recent experiments with 
the essential oils of certain desert plants. These oils 
apparently serve as a protection against the extreme 
heat of noonday and the chill of night. 

The vapor of the oils absorbs more heat than ordi- 
nary air, he says. Rose oil absorbs thirty-six times as 
much heat and anisol 352 times as much. By surround- 
ing itself with a layer of such odor-filled air, the plant 
reduces the amount of heat which reaches it in the day- 
time and also obtains a sort of air blan*et to protect 
it against the chill of night. 

Not only this, but air filled with the vapor of essen- 
tial oils also hinders the passage of water vapor from 
the plant, as water containing small amounts of th 
oils evaporates more slowly than pure water. Fiftee: 
experiments showed that one drop of oil added to fifty 
cubic centimeters of water caused the evaporation to 
be one-fourteenth less than that of pure water. 

These oils are found not only in desert plants, al- 
though such plants are especially rich in them, many 
of the leading commercial products of this sort coming 
from the arid region growth. This fact led Dr. Adams 
to the investigation of the subject. Such trees as pines, 
while native of moist regions, are very odorous; but 
they are also drouth resisting. he points out. 

The fragrant odor of flowers is most often explained 
as serving as an attraction to insects which carry the 
pollen from flower to flower, but the occurrence of 
o@orous oils in the wood and bark of plants cannot be

It may be asked 
if I am disposed to modify that view be- 
cause of having served in the ministry. 
I am not so disposed. In fact, my hav- 
ing served in the ministry rather 
strengthens my purpose to perform all 
duties in the same spirit. If I were still 
in the ministry and were at the same 
time Sheriff, I would still personally 
conduct these executions as one of the 
duties which I swore-to perform when 
I took the oath of office. At that time 
I realized that the performing of execu- 
tions was a duty of the Sheriff and I 


made no reservations when I took that 
Oath.. 

“Il believe the Scriptures authorize and 
sanction capital punishment, but I be- 
lieve, also, that its chief value is as a deter- 
rent. As to the necessity of capital punishment 
in this .age there is room for doubt, but I 
have observed, in my experience as Sheriff, that it 
has a very great deterrent effect. I have noted this 
by observation of the prisoners in my charge. They 
regard the death sentence with the most intense fear 
and aversion. When the time for the execution of one 
of their number approaches the effect upon them is 
most marFed. I don’t think they ever forget it and I 
have no doubt that this saves the lives of many per- 
sons who might be murdered but for the deterrent 


. fect of capital punishment. 


“I do not think it can be truthfully said that my 
views as to capital punishment or my readiness to do 
my duty in connection with it were in any way affect- 
ed by my army service, except that in the army we

Hundreds of 
citizens of Cadillac met the cavalcade on the outskirts 
of the city and accompanied it to the foundation which 
had already been Iaid for it. 

It took a motor truck trailer 24 feet wide and 42 feet 
long to carry each of the houses. The foundations 
were cut away to admit backing the trailer underneath 
each house and then the jacks which supported the 
house were let down and the house rested on the traii- 
er, and in that way each was conveyed to the city with 
which Jennings merged . 

Great preparations were necessary in order to make 


the moving of a town by motor truck successful. The 
bridge across the Clam River between Jennings and 
Cadillac had to have the steel sides removed and re- 
movable wooden sides built on. The road in manv 
places had to be widened, due to the 11-foot tread of 
the motor truck and equipment. Large 8x8 joists were 
laid down to build up the road, for the trailer itself 
weichs 8 tons and the truck 41-2 tons. The buildings 
weigh from 25 to 25 tons each. 

About the only buildings to be left standing after the 
removal of the homes were the old boarded-up roller 
skating rink, the Jennings Opera House, which is to 
be torn down, and the department store and postoffice. 
which are also to be wrecked. The jail was removed. 
to be utilized as a store in Cadillac. Of course, Jen- 
nings has its cemetery, for the town is over 25 years 
old. but officials of both cities have decided to allow 
the cemetery to remain where it is.

TOSELY guarded in a New Orleans prison, 
ix young men: are checking off the days 
still left for them to live. After two trials 
on a charge of murder, they have been ser- 
enced to death. Unless there should be a 
further development in the case, which now 
appears improbable, they all will be hanged 
at noon, Nov. 21. 

Six men to be executed for the murder of one is in 
itself rather an unusual thing in the annals of crime. 
Put other features of this affair are quite extraordi- 
nary, raising questions which perhaps never will be 
answered. : Pie ee 

The victim of the murder, the proprietor of a res- 
taurant at Amite, La., was killed by a bullet. Evident- 
ly, only one man could have fired the shot which aid 
the actual killing. But the law holds, in such case=, 
that all the persons involved are equally guilty. And 


in this case, all the six men have steadfastly main- 
tained their innocence. 


If one of the six did fire the shot, of which there 
appears .to be little doubt, he has not confessed. One 
by one, he has seen his comrades adjudged guilty and 
sentenced to die, but he has not come forward to bear 
the brunt of the punishment. Possibly, if he spoke, the 
punishment of the others might have been lightened. 

A life term of imprisonment might have been im- 
posed on some of the six, instead of the death sen- 
tence, if ameliorating circumstances had become 
known. But the guilty man, for reasons known only 
to himself, has refvsed to speak except in protestation 
of his innocence. 

More astonishing still, the five men who did not fire 
the shot, however guilty they may have been in spirit, 
have guarded the secret just. as closely. Even though 
the murder was the unforeseen outcome of an attempt 
to commit another and less serious crime, and al- 
though the shot was fired hurriedly, in the darkness 
and: from a group of men, it is inconceivable that none 
of them but the actual killer should know who pulled 
the trigger. 

Some of them Know, just as well as the killer himself 
knows. Probably all Fnow. But they have not told, 
even with the shadow of the gallows creeping closer 
and closer. And persons who have followed the prog- 
ress of the case are asking the question, Why? 

There is another aspect of the affair—the youth of 
those who are to be hanged. Their ages range from 
22 years to 27 years. They make a fairly good im- 
pression upon the people who see them, being neat in 
appearance and with intelligent expressions. Three 
of them are married. 

And they illustrate a moral truth, not often exempli- 
fied in so startling a fashion, to the effect that the 
wages of sin is death. Although they did not start 
out in cold blood to commit murder, they were bent 
upon a crime.
